In the engine room will be a traveling 
crane of 40 tons capacity. 

The design of the building will be such as 
to make possible its enlargement from time 
to time, the initial structure being erected 
with a view to its ultimate duplication. The 
foundation is placed on piles driven to hard 
pan 50 ft. below the street level. Require- 
ments for the structure are that it shall be 
thoroughly fireproof, and, in so far as is prac- 
ticable, earthquake-proof. With this in view 
the structure is being designed along most 
conservative lines, the unit stresses both in 
concrete and in steel being well within the 
requirements of the San Francisco building 
laws. Work on the foundations is now well 
under way. At an estimated cost of $105,000, 
the building has been planned by, and is 
being erected under the supervision of S. L. 
Napthaly, engineer for the company.
